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Sri K. Chandraiah was born on 06-07-1924 in Pothvaram Village of 
Ongole District. 

He had his early school education in Kellet High School, Madras and 
High School Education at the Municipal High School, Ongole. He did his 
B.A. (Hons) Economics from the Andhra University and obtained a Law 
Degree from the Madras University. Having been promoted to the Indian 
Administrative Service, he served in different capacities in the State and in 
particular proved popular as Collector of Guntur, Hyderabad and Prakasam 
districts where he implemented the development programmes of the State 
with distinction along with his other duties. His dedication and commitment 
secured a great deal of good will of the public. He worked in the departments 
of Education, Panchayat Raj, Industries, and Revenue Department in different 
capacities. He was Government nominee as a Syndicate Mmeber in various 
Universities in A.P. He won a name as an able civilian, a Scholar and a 
popular writer on topics of Cultural History of the country, episodes of Freedom 
Struggle and on the communal amity and religious harmony in the city of 
Hyderabad. The valuable articles written by him were published in the dailies 
- Indian Express, News Time; Deccan Chronicle, Siasat (Urdu daily), Andhra 
Prabha, Andhra Patrika (Telugu dailies). These articles focussed the need 
for National Integrity, and Religious and Communal Harmony. 



While in service, he was elevated and Appointed as a Member of the 
Andhra Pradesh Public Service Commission by the State Government in 
recognition of his multi-faced services. 

He has done work on Indian Contribution to Islamic Calligraphy. 
Exemplary work that throws light on the Cultural Synthesis of Hindu-Muslim 
talent and patronage. He had delivered extension lectures at Aligarh 
University, Kakatiya University, State Archives, Andhra Pradesh and at other 
academic centres.
